No ojiposilion iH'ins made the pope ctart- 
I <1 to (Ires."' him.self, but much to his as- 
liuii.shment h<* found he could not do so. 
With the n.sslstanee of his valet he was 
drcssfd and almo.st carried to the a n n 
chair. 
The doctors think unless, comp1l> 
cations s<?t in the pope may live for days, 
even ■ weeks, longer. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 17.—Stories th at sug* 
gest the atrocities alleged to be practiced 
by Russian officials on exiles sent to Si­ 
beria were told by witnesses of the com> 
mi»sion of Georgia. Joseph M. Terrell 
presiding. 


The charges under Investigation are 
those made against thé Broach brothers 
wealthy planters pf Oglethorp county, 
who run a misdemeanor camp, and It 
is alleged they have not only treifted 
prisoners with shocking brutality, but 
have kept dozens of them in servitude for 
m onths after their term s had expired. 
Dcvereux Burdcll, a liegro, who was put 
on the stand, testifled th at he-had been 
sent to the Broach camp from Clarks­ 
ville. 
His term expired on 
Friday. 
March 13, and he was not 
discharged 
until three monins later. H e was whip­ 
ped repeatedly In the m eantim e because 
he protested against his detention. Bur- 
dell said that Ben Moon, a prisoner, had 
been repeatedly whipi>ed for not working 
right and th at he died soon after one of 
these beatings. 


Burdcll then described how he was 
whipped. He said he was tied down and 
strapped with a leather .strap. He show- 
çd scars on his back which he said were 
made by the whippings. 
He had been 
given clothes when discharged, but ■ no 
ticket to go home. 


Burdeii aso swore that time and again 
after prisoners had been whipped until 
their backs were raw and bleeding sand 
had been rubbed Into the wounds, caus­ 
ing, frightful agony. 


Olher witnesses testified to similar cruel 
treatm ent and bared their backs, showing 
the governor the .scars left by the lashes.

It is understood 
payments to Beavers were traced back to 
a purchase by the government of the 
Brandt-Dent Cash Registering Machine 
company. 


W ashington, July^ 17.—^Issuance of a 
bench w arrant for the arrest of Georgy 
W. Beavers is the culmlnaUon ^of an In­ 
vestigation which has been in progress 
since his sudden resignation last spring. 
One of the first results'^ of the Investiga­ 
tion was the cancellation of 3,046 promo­ 
tions that had been p a ^ e d on by Mm, to 
take effect at postolfices throughout the 
country during the p r^ent. ilscai yearl 
The case on which the p r ^ r i t action of 
the grand jury is based, ft Js iialt^ is a 
more recent development;

He also requested women and 
children of American and other foreign 
colonies a t Cuidad Bolivar to take refuge 
on steam ers in order to escapc dangers of 
the selge, shelling of the town and possi­ 
ble battle. In accordance with teh Invita­ 
tion many women and children, a number 
of whom were Germans, embarked early 
to daÿ on American steam ers which, es­ 
corted by the Bancroft, left in direction of 
San Felix, probably enroute to Trinidad.

A comet i s . a miracle of astronomy, 
Vhich astronom ers do not pretend to ex­ 
plain. It comes, no m an'know s how, nor 
whence.

Out of the far-beyond, where the 
stars twinkle, millions upon trillions of 
miles distant, the tenuous body of light, 
attracted by 'th e sun, comes sweeping 
within the ken of men.

course Is defined. If an hyperbola or a* 
parabola, then the vagrant Is Indeed a 
yagrant, and concerning it only one thing 
is sure. Never will It return, once gone; 
Away it whirls; often moving 100 miles a 
second, to follow its parabolic or hyper-' 
boiic curve until it comes ,wlthln the In- 
iluence of a n g le r sun, and then It begins 
upon another parabola.

chariot one could visit .all the remote cor­ 
ners of the universe if a few million years 
were available for the Jqurney. 


ASTRONOMER’S VIEW . 


F ather C. M. Charropln, astronom er a t 
St. Louis university, has observed the 
comet Borelli. He has had but one opporr 
tunity, owing to the 
cloudy 
weather 
which has prevailed for the last three 
nights. But now he Is nightly on watch 
for a good chance to study this latest cel­ 
estial derelict. 


It is a m atter of great interest,” said 
he, “but of no moment. I do not expect 
the comet to develop into one of unusual 
proportions. As it approaches the sun the 
tail becomes larger. F irst *the tail Is be­ 
hind, like th a t of a kite, but after it 
passes perihelion, goes round the suh^ 
then the tail switches to the front. 


Why is this? Some astronom ers say it 
is an electric force of repulsion em anat­ 
ing from the sun, but all are not agreed. 
In fact. I think those of our science m ust 
eventually adm it th at we know very little 
about comets—th at is, as /to whys and 
wherefores. By means of the spectroscope 
We know th at the comet proper Is heavily 
charged with hydrogen ánd consists of 
particles of m atter shining with their own 
light. 
The spectroscope shows th at the 
tails arc of three Icinds, either hydrogen 
gas, or. hydro-carbon gas, or vapors of 
iron* 


That, it should have two tails is not 
remarkable. One seen in 1843 had seven 
tails. 
The name comes from the Latin 
coma,’ meaning <halr. 


The comet’s coming is. no menace to 
th e . earth. . We. cofi|d collide with it and 
not staffer m aterial damage. In ÏS58 the 
earth passed through the.tail of Donatl’s 
comets but no effects were ,tot be seen. The 
izases o f the coinet did not penetrate our 
itmpsphere. H ad they done so the conse- 
■luences m ight have been serloi^s..

Food is very 
dear in France, first on account of 
the great number of middlemen 
who intervene between the producer 
and purchaser, next because certain 
ai^icles—coffee,

etc.—are 
charged with very heavy duties. 
Feediiig is the heaviest expense of 
oUr household. It costs us $72 a 
month, divided as follows: Baker 
and pastry cook, $8; various. m^ts¿ 
$20; fish, $6; groceries, $12; fruit 
and vegetables, $9; milk lihd cream^ 
$G; a quarter barrel of bordeaux 
wine (about seventy-five bottles); 
$8; two or three bottles of liqueurs, 
$3. To this may be added $8 for 
the extra cost of a dinner that I 
give every inonth to some intimate 
friends, says a writer in the Archi­ 
tectural Record. 


On an average lighting costs us 
H a month; heating, $4; washing, 
$8. A woman help comes for two 
hours every day to help the servant 
and costs $4 a month. We also pay $2 
a month to the floor polisher and $2 
tp a circulating library. That makes 
in iall an additional $20 a month. 
Tliere remains then $53.60 
month. My wife takes $20 for 
personal expenses—dressmaker, mil­ 
liner, shoemaker, etc. I keep the 
same' for my tailor, bootmaker, shirt 
makcr^ cigars, etc. With the $13.60 
w^hich remains I take my wife to the' 
theater once a month, I occasionally 
take a . carriage ^rive with heir or 
ymt ai^ exhibitions, and I prósent 
her now and again with floAvcrs, a 
piece of music or some other trifling 
gift:

SOM E 
SUICIDE 
STATISTICS 


The subject of suicide hr.s finally 
C(»ine to IIk; point of elucidation am 
»discussion from an anlytical stand- 
p(-int. .Prof. William B. Bniley, of 
Yale, has broiîiçht out some interest­ 
ing? facts based on 29,344 cases of 
suicide, 
coverin*i 
the period from 
1897 to 1901. Usiner tlie 1Ü,Ü00 unit, 
he finds that 7,781 males and 2,219 
females found life intc^crable and, 
despairing of mending, 
ended 
it. 
This leaves the r|itio of cowardice 
o Vj to 1 in favor of feminine cour­ 
age. Almost two-thirds of the suicides 
occurred between the agcjs of 20 and 
50. Curiously enough, there are more 
married than single suicidt^. WhiU 
married men are more likely to take 
the plunge than married women, sin­ 
gle, widowed and <livorced w'omen are 
more prone to kill themselves than 
unattaclied males. 
Business losses 
are more likely to drive i^eople to 
suicide than ill health, insanity, dis­ 
appointment in love or strong drink. 
Monday is the favorite day for the 
rash deed, while few take the step 
on Saturday. Professor Bailey’s ex­ 
planation is as follows: “For those 
who have endured 
throughout 
the 
week there is pay day at hand, fol­ 
lowed by a day of rest. Among the 
males Monday is 
pre-eminently 
day for suicide. Females prefer Sun­ 
day to Monday. Religious excitement 
may have something to do with this, 
but nearly a third of tlie domestic 
troubles leading to suicide come on 
Siinday. More than one-fcurth of the 
suicides from financial trouble and ill 
health among females occur on Mon- 
da.y. 
They apparently lack of. thue 
¿•ourage in their weak or impoverish­ 
ed condition to take up the struggle 
of a new week. Of 10,000 eâses, 3,687 
occurred in the'twelve hours befpre 
noon and 5,848 durinj^ the remaininur 
twelve hours. Beginning w th mid­ 
night here is a continuous increase 
until G p. m. The three houfs from 
0 to 9 p. m. show a fallin 
^rom 9 o’clock till midn „

The most famous example on record 
probably is the remonstrance which 
was sent to Dr. Johnson in conncctioci 
with his epitaph on Oliver Goldsmith. 
The doctor had prepared an epitaph in 
I^itin, but some of his friends, whó 
had also been friends of Goldsmith, 
took exception to it on two grounds, 
the first being, that it did not quite do 
justice to the uutlior of tbe “Traveler** 
as a writer, and particularly as a poet, 
and thé second that it should be writ­ 
ten in English. The party of friends 
were gatheiæd around Sir Joshua 
Eeynolds’ hospitable if somewhat ill 
served table, and though they found 
themselves In general agreement on 
these two points, no one had the courr 
age to l>e willing to “bell the cat,” or, 
in other words, to take the lead in 
tackling the formidable Johnson on 
these two rather delicate matters. “At 
last,” says Sir William Forbes, “it was 
hinted that tliere could be no way so 
good as that of a round I’obln, as the 
sailors call it, wliich they make use 
of when they enter a conspiracy w as 
not to let it be known who puts his 
name first or last to the paper.” 


The idea was at once accepted, the 
address to Dr. Johnson was prepared 
and all signed it in the form proposed. 
This very interesting paper is still ex­ 
tant and is preserved among other 
valuable manusciipts In the library of 
Haigli Hall, near Wigan, the seat of 
the Earl of Crawford. It begins, “We, 
the clrcumscribers,” and the signa-, 
tures, written around tlie circie which 
incloses the address. Include those of 
Gibbon, Burke, Joseph Warton, Sheri­ 
dan, Sir Joshua Keynolds, Geórge Col­ 
man and half a dozen others wliich are 
now'adays but littie .known. .Tohnson 
took the remonstrance in good part, 
but as to not writing the epitaph in 
«Latin, declared that he w'ould never 
consent to disgrace the walls of West­ 
minster abbey with an English in­ 
scription! 
The M’’liole story is emi­ 
nently characteristic both of Johnson 
and his times.

Still another nest 1 have seen built 
upon a large, shoivy foundation of the 
paperlike flowws ,of antemiaria, or ev­ 
erlasting. The wood thrush frequently 
weaves a fragment of newspaper or a 
white rag into the foundation of its 
nest. “Evil communications corrupt 
good manners.” The newspaper and 
the rag bag unsettle the w'lts of the 
birds. 


The pho,'be bird is capable of this 
kind of mistake or indiscretion. All the 
past generations of her tribe have biiilt 
uiK>h natural and therefore neutral 
sites, usually under shelving and over­ 
hanging rocks, and the art of adapting 
the nest to its surroundings, blending 
it with them, has been highb’^ devel­ 
oped. 
But phoebe now. frequently 
builds under our sheds and porches, 
whert% so. far as concealment is con­ 
cerned, a change of mate/lal, say from 
moss to dry grass or shreds of bark, 
would be an advantage to her. But she 
departs not a mite from the family tra­ 
ditions; she uses the same' woody 
mosses which in some cases, especially 
when the nest is placed upon unevenly 
sawed timber, inalces her secret an 
open one to all e^-es.—John Burroughs 
In Century.

Tbe blackness of a midniglit sky 
tenipnstcatM 
fact BUMt readUy. 
W« inay te« ihe planets of the x^oqn 
bfflliantly illuminated by tbe sun*s 
mys, but the surrounding space is 
dark, although we know that light 
must be passing there. 


The passage of a beam of light 
through a darkened room is only visi­ 
ble on the dust in the air, and the cone 
of light seen when the sun shines 
through a snull hole In a shutter is 
not ^visible, blit only Hgbt reflected 
.from the motes in the beam. This can 
be easily and sim ply demonstrated, by 
placing, in the beam a glass vessel 
from which-the dust has been carefully 
removed. The beam then may be sjeen 
beforo and ^ifter entering the vessel, 
but is invisible within. 
A Bunsen 
burner or a redhot poker held so as to 
'j^stroy tlie motes will also render the 
beam invisible at that spot. 


Light is only visible when it strikes 
on the retina of the eye, and it can 
only do so when it reaches it in a di­ 
rect Hne or is turned by a reflection or 
refraction into a dlret»t line. Just as 
the bullets from a gun do a man no 
harm unless aimed or turned in their 
course toward his liody, so light is 
without elTeot unless it is aimed or 
turned towai-d the retina.—Pearson’s 
Weekly. 


Flmt Wotnea on the BnicliRli Stni^. 


It is only wltii the restoration drama 
that the annals of actresses on the 
Englisli .stage begin. Queen HenriettSi 
Maria, wife of Charles I., had early 
made a vain attempt to introduce the 
French fashion of female playei*s Into 
her adopted country by the establish­ 
ment of a French company composed 
only of w'omen in London. But the ex­ 
periment w'as premature, and the for­ 
eigners were hissed and pelted off the 
stage at tlielr first performance. 


Until 1060 the female parts had al­ 
ways I)een tiiken by boys, and tlie cus­ 
tom survived even after women had 
taken their place uix)n the stage, since' 
some of the more famous of the boy 
actors (grown into men) continued oc­ 
casionally to play their favorite roles 
as late as the end of the seventeenth 
century. Kynaston, the chief boy actor, 
survived till 1G99, long after the ladies 
had ousted him from the principal 
parts, anil in IGGl Peiiys, who saw* him 
in the “Silent Woman,” speaks of him 
as “the liveliest lady for a boy” he had 
ever seen.

It is this trait of weak humaii nature 
whlcii makes the business of the pat­ 
ent medicine maker so profitable. The 
person of poAver is the one who neither 
gives nor takes advice in generous 
quantities. The world would be better 
off if advice were much less plentiful. 
Then, perhaps, its quality might rise in 
proportion to its scarcity.—New, Lon­ 
don Telegraph.

NEW WABASII WRECKER. 
The middle division of the Wabash 
road is to have a new wrcick car. The 
new derrick is the latest thing of 
the kind on the market. 
It will 
have a lifting ciipacity of sixty tons 
as compared with forty tons for the 
car now in service. The new one will 
be steam power, while the car now 
is a hand power affair. 
The old 
car is a double derrick operated from 
either end, while the new one w’ill be 
on a short derrick with a swinging 
crane that will work from either end- 


When chains are properly placed 
iibout an overturned box car the new 
derrick will lift it clear from the 
srround with jxirfect ease and it maj^ 
be swung into position over the tra ^ 
and slowly settled upon the rails. 


In addition to this the ear is so 
arranged that it will serve as the mo­ 
tivé power for the wreck train, which 
it wUl move at the rate of six miles 
in hour. Of course when the call for 
the wreck train is made the esqpecta- 
tion is that a locomotive will take the 
train to the scene, but there will be 
no necessity for the locomotive to re- 
oiain there because the wreck' car it­ 
self may be used for the purpose of 
shifting the Cars. There are special 
provisions, too, for anchoring the car, 
a necessity in view of the .great 
weights that it must lift.

It is 
our only hope, and when you of 
the north write resolutions condemn­ 
ing mob law, remember it is not 
Methodist hands that pull rojies and 
light fires.”
